COLUMBUS, O., June B.—The great 


strike of the miners is practically de- 
clared off, and the miners huvc retired 
in good form. The meeting of the na- 
tionr.l executive committee uud tho 
district presidents, hold at the Grand 
Central Tuesday aud Tuesday night, 
resulted in a concensus of admission 
that the minors will be unable to main- 
tain the light. This is tho result ol 
the resort in various localities to mob 
violence, and of the persistence with 
which the operators have withstood 
the long-continuedeffortsof the miners 
to secure an increase of wages. 


There will be a joint meeting of the 


uinrfaiors and miners next Saturday, 
when is it believed the strike will be 
formally declared oft. At this meeting 
Ohio. Pennsylvania, Indiana and east- 


• crn and southern Illinois will be repre- 


sented, and it is the belief of the oper- 
ators that the minors have virtually 
surrendered their claims, and that the 
strike is off. 


The strike committee adopted the 


following resolution at 10 o'clock Tues- 
day night, after being in executive ses- 
sion since 10 o'clock In the'morning: 


\VJjcreas, It is evident that a na- 


tional convention of. miners and oper- 
ators can not be had for the purpose of 
effecting a general settlement of the 
present differences over mining rates 
to be paid for the next year. And, 


Whereas, The opat-ators in nearly all 


the districts havo expressed willing- 
ness to meet within their respective 
mining districts the representatives of 
the miners for the purpose of adjusting 
eaid price; therefore, 


Resolved, That we. tho members of 


the national executive committee and 
the district presidents, to whom was 
delegated the power to act for the min- 
ers by the last convention of United 
Mineworhers of .America, declare our 
willingness to meet with the operators 
of the mines in the various districts to 
attempt, and if possible, effect a set- 
tlement of th« mining prices. 


Resolved, That the conferences of 


representatives of the" miners and oper- 
ators in the different districts be ar- 
ranged for and held not later than 
Saturday. June 9. 


The resolution was opposed by both 


President Mclii-kle and Secretary Mc- 
Bryde, inasmuch as they would con- 
sent only to a national settlement of 
the strike. 


A Mob llrcaka Down JOoors of Nutlonal 


Tube Works, and Drives Out Men at 
Work.

about jive thousand strikers 
broke 


down the entrance to the mill yard 
and drove the workmen employed in 
the various departments from 
the 


plant. 


As the men were driven out of tho 


works they were surrounded by an- 
other mob of strikers on the outside 
and beaten with clubs and chased 
throug-h the central part of the city. 
Several welders crossed the Mononga- 
hela river. 


They were pursued by the strikers 


down the river. One of the men was 
caught and stabbed by the pursuers. 
His condition is critical.. 


Charles Manlin and Joe Kohorky, 


two of the men beaten by the mob, are 
maimed for life and internally injured. 
Councilman Watson was mistaken for 
one. of the non-union men and was 
badly beaten by the strikers. 


The mob stopped a street car and 


took off a man, who also received a 
severe drubbing. No one was killed, 
but many of the non-union workers 
had narrow escapes. 


It is reported that deputies are com- 


ing early Wednesday from Pittsburgh, 
aud the strikers have pickets out to in- 
tercept them. At a late hour Tuesday 
night all is quiet again, and no trouble 
is expected unless the deputies arrive 
or outside men are put in the mill.

1 p. in. Tuesday.. The first vote was 
on the Jonos amendment fixing the 
date when the sugar schedule should 
go into effect and the sugar bounty be 
terminated on January 1, 1895. 


On the Jones amendment the vote re- 


sulted: Yeas, 40; nays, 31, The amend- 
ment was adopted. 


' The next vote was upon the amend- 


ment offered by Senator Manderson, of 
Nebraska, providing for the retention 
of the bounty provision of the McKin- 
ley law. 


The Manderson amendment was de-

HAHTFORD, Ct., June 0.—Dr. A. W. 


Tracy, president of the state board of 
charities, made public a letter Tuesday 
strongly condemning the new hanging 
machine now being set up in the state 
prison. 
His principal objection to it is 


that it compels a criminal to become a 
suicide. The new device is run by 
water power, and the prisoner springs 
the trap himself. The law, in accord- 
ance with which the machine is being 
constructed, was passed by the last 
legislature, one of its provisions being 
that all executions should hereafter 
take place at the state prison.

"If such automatic appliances are to 
become tho fashion, why may not 
the judge take a phonograph to the 
quiet seclusion of his private office, de-

The protected manufacturers In their 
last national platform asked permis- 
sion to have tariffs adjusted to wages. 
Their request being denied, they de- 
clare that they will adjust wages to 
tariffs—as soon as new rates are fixed. 
The new iron law of wages will read 
about as follows: 


Wages in any industry' shall be fixed 


by increasing the lowest wages paid by 
foreign competitors by thu rate per 
cent, of duty left on the products of 
that industry. 


That this is the law now being 


formulated by the disappointed manu- 
facturers, is evident from the follow- 
ing quotation!! from one of their great- 
est economic authorities—the Iron Age, 
of January 18: 


"The manufacturers of pottery and 


the makers of collars and cuffi have 
laid down a line of action with regard 
to wages which seems logically unas- 
sailable. Assuming that duties on im- 
ported manufactured articles should be 
applied solely for the benefit of work- 
ingman, the proposition to pay foreign 
schedules of wages in the same trades, 
plus American duties, appears eminent- 
ly fair. 


'The advocates of the new basis of. 


Tvnges for .American worklngmen have 
not deliberately argued themselves into 
the adoption of such a policy. It is not 
with them a theory that has gradually 
taken root and developed into a move- 
ment for exploitation. It has suddenly 
been forced on them by the provisions 
of the Wilson tariff bill. The potters 
expect the keenest competition from 
the English potters, and, therefore, pro- 
pose to pay English wages, plus duties. 
The collar and cuff makers find their 
competitor* in Germany, and make Ger- 
man wages their basis. If employers 
in other lines follow the example thus 
laid down, they '.vill take wages paid 
In tho several countries from which 
they have reason to apprehend the se- 
verest rivalry in American, markets, 
and will prepare corresponding wages 
schedules for their workmen. 
Tha 


lower the wages paid in competing 
countries, the lower would wages be 
forced in the United State* It is by 
no means sv pleasant picture to hold up 
before an American workingman, that 
liis wages should be rcgnlatod by the 
worst paid labor in any country in the 
world, but Is that not the direct solu- 
tion of the problem to be forced on the 
country by the now administration, ac- 
cording to tho prophet crying in the 
wilderness of West Virginia." 


Manufacturers hnve become so ac- 


customed to "regulating" protection 
and "fixing" prices and wages tint 
they imagine that they can go right on 
"regulating and fixing1' at pleasure, 
even after they are shorn of that pro- 


mexoraoio- 
moreovs/., 


wages which now differ more in dif- 
ferent states than the average differ- 
ences between the United States and 
England, will be made uniform in all 
states by decree of the manufactur- 
ers, for all states have the same 
protection. 


Perhaps the economic sage of the Iron 


Age can tell us by what perversion of 
his newly discovered law, our farmers 
are enabled to export yearly more than, 
»500,000,000 worth of their products and 
sell them in competition with the prod- 
ucts of the lowest paid labor on thia 
earth. Perhaps he can tell us how bur 
hardware manufacturers are enabled 
to export millions of dollars worth of 
goods each year when they pay higher 
weekly wages than is paid in any 
European country. Perhaps he will 
explain what our great 
hardware 


manufacturer, J. B. Sargent, meant, 
when ho said, in 1888, "take, off th« 
duty and we will send our goodsevery- 
where. Wages would increase hero nhr 
der such a system rather than become 
lower." And once more, would the po- 
litical economist of the Jrpn Age tell us 
what would be the probable effects of 
applying this protectionist 
law to 


Europe? Suppose English manufactur- 
ers should adopt it just out of spite | 
against American manufacturers, would 
wages go down in that freo trade coun- 
try to the level of protected Belgium, 
France and Germany, or would they go 
up to the -American level? Or, if ap- 
plied in Germany, would wages there 
promptly advance to the American or 
would they stop at the English stand- 
ard?

THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


Scenes of War Times Revisited by 


an Old'soiflier. ....

September 8, 1SCS. was a lovely day. 


On the-morning of that day the DeCour- 
ccy brigade, consisting of the 80th and 
139th Ohio infantry, the 22d. Ohio bat- 
tery, and the Slh "Independent bivt- 
tullion of .Ohio cavalry marched from 
a mile and a half south of Cumberland 
Ford, where I'ineville HOW stands, to 
Cumberland Gap. .' bout 2 o'clock in 
the 
afternoon 
th. infantry 
came 


around the Tannery hill and crossed 
the main road leading into the gap 
The lofty mountains on either side of 
the gnp towered naked and bleak above 
the lower timbered hills, and we could 
see the rebel forts and guns on the 
mountain sides below the 
Pinnacle. 


Our company was detailed to support 
t'.vc K^»H» * ^ M"- V^ltory, p""rt- 've - \vftre 
ordered into the timber to' the lefb "of 
the road. 
The pioneers with axes cut 


away a road for the gun carriages, and 
wo. begun tp ascend. From the slow 
progress we made, it seemed we would 
never get to tlie top of the ridge, but 
we did, near sunset, and we found our- 
selves on Hawkins' Point, the west end 
of a low ridge parallel with the Cum- 
berland range and opposite the forts on 
Pinnacle-mountain. Four of us showed 
ourselves outside of the timber at the 
extremity of the point, and examined 
the rebels through a field-glass. 


We could see:them walking about 


the forts on the earthworks and could 
distinguish the color of their clothing. 
They thougllt to punish us for our 
curiosity and threw shells at us. 
But 


they did not have the range and the 
shells exploded among the Umber in 
our rear. 
Next morning we 
were 


drawn up in battle array to charge the 
rebel forts. At 1 o'clock we were in- 
formed that the rebels in possession 
of the Gap, 3,400 strong, tinder General 
Frni/.er,liiul surrendered. We remained 
on the Kentucky side thai night, and 
next morning marched through the 
Gnp to the Tennessee side wlicrewe 
found 
General 
Fraizer's command 


Uiiardcd by the 86th O. V. I. 
The 


rebels were .composed of n'Virginin, 
n Georgia and a North Carolina regi- 
ment of infantry nnd were all large 
fine looking men, dressed in clean, 
new homespun suits which had just 
been issued to them. 
The 80th Ohio 


was composed, of boys, mostly little 
fellows. I approached the guard line 
where was one of the SOtti, .whose gun 
was taller than himself and the tail 
of whose overcoat dragged the ground. 
A large fine looking rebel, one of a 
group like himself; and dressed in a 
white homespun jacket with home- 
made butternut pants, approached the 
little SiHh soldier and said, "The wo- 
men of the North must have cried 
their eyes out, when they sent a lot 
of babies like you'ns down to light 
we'uns." The little fellow of the SGth 
looked up to his big prisoner and said, 
"You are a nice lot of great big fel; 
lows to allow yourselves to be taken 
prisoners by a number of babies like 
our fellows of the Sfith." 


The prisoners were started Nortl 


that day and on the. next day Septem- 
ber 11, 1S03, I had ray first views from 
the Pinnacle. 
There I stnort where 


Daniel Boone, the first white man who 
entered Kentucky, stood on June 
17t»0, ninety-four years before, and 
looked into the four states of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee Virginia, and North 
Carolina. 
The mountains on cither 


side of the Gap hud .been entirely de- 
nuded of limber, aud also the Poor 
Valleyj-idge, alow ridge on the south 
side of the Gap. This was done as a 
military necessity to prevent an enemy 
approaching the' forts under cover oi 
timber. 
The valley in Kentucky 


looked like a wilderness and 
Corn- 


band Gap had but two dwellings, a 
store, a mill anil a blacksmith shop. 
Powell's .valley was filled with farms 
and 
elsewhere 
was 
everywhere 


timbered hills and mountains. 


We were 18U miles from our base ol 


supplies over the worst of hill and 
mountain road. 
Ttie region of Ken- 


tucky and Tennessee about us was 
loyal, but Lee county Virginia was 
intensely rebel. 
The country there 


was 200 years behind .the civilization 
of 
the 
state of Ohio which 
we 


had left. Everything was primitive 
the people, their homes and their do 
mcslic utensils and furniture. Sucl 
was the contrast between this country 
and the North we had left that we al 
ways spolce of the latter as "God'F 
country." We spent from the Sth o 
September, 1SO:{, till the Sth of Febru 
:try, ISC4, dointr duty in and about thp 
Gap, 
foraging and fighting guerrilla 


bands, trying conclusions with Long 
street's forces aloog the Clinch river 
etc. 


Having heard so much of Middles 


boro and of the wonderful minera 
wealth in the mountains about, I de 
sired to visit the Gnp again, and did s 
on the 24th of May, nearly thirty:on 
years after my army experience there 


I found a beautiful town "in the Ken 


lucky valley north of the Gap, wit 
graded streets and sidewalks, with 
belt railroad eleven miles lonjj 'abou 
the tcnvn, \vilh a dummy railroad in tin 
streets, supplied with water from th' 
hills adjoining, and lighted, by elec 
tricity. The residence partof the towi 
was built in the low hills among th 
natural groves and with winding walk 
and drives. The. town has two rai 
roads and inexhaustible .supplies o 


< oal, iron, fire clays, marble and tim 
ucr about. There is a tunnel under th 
<;ap, used by the two railroads, th 
Louisville and Nashville and the Kno.\ 
vile. Cumberland Gap and Louisville. 


Cumberland Gap in Tennessee "is 


village with two streets, closely bnil 
>'p, several stores, a bant, a mill, and 
large school conducted by the America 
Missionary society. 
Harrogate, on 


mile beyond in the Powell valley, is on 
of the finest summer resorts in th 
United States, 


Had we been told in ISO? that th 


country would have had the town o 
iliddlc-shoro, the two railroads and th 


surroundings of 1894, we would have 
laughed the prophet to scorn, but it 
has happened, in spite of the contempt 
with which we regarded that country 
in 18C3. . 


The railroads and English, and north- 


ern capital have worked wonders about 
the Gap.. The road into the Gap from 
Kentucky is no longer the old army 
road we knew in 1803, "but has been 
made with a better grade two-thirds up 
the mountain, and the remaining third 
is the old army road. The road from 
the Gap to the pinnacle has been re- 
located and rebuilt by the English, aud 
is much more winding than that made 
by the army. In leaving the road from 
the Gap to go down on the south side, 
in war time, there was butone road di- 
rect to the foot of the hill in Tennes- 
see. This remains, but at the same 
time a new road 
has 
been made 


leading from the Gap on a level 
with it, around the side of Pinna- 
cle 
mountain 
into 
Virginia, 
and 


this 
road 
being 
located 
in Vir- 


ginia bears that name. 
It 
leads 


past the entrance to King Solomon's 
caves, which are open to the public at a 
dollar a head, and are lighted by elec- 
tricity. 


The road from the Gap into Powell's 


Valley, Virginia, is in no better condi- 
tion than when we first travelled it on 
September ISth, 1803, and went with 
five companies and forty wagons to 
Ely's plantation, ten miles up. That 
day we took forty cattle and twenty 
sheep and filled our wagons with corn. 
While the rebels held the Gap they 
lived off the people in Kentucky and 
Tennessee nnd the Virginia valley had 
been left untouched. 
We reversed 


nx>At»r,ii and continually iorjijfed up the 


irginia Valley ,'itnu uidso iii'i'iic' J«»il 
[death or capture every trip, as the 
avalry of the rebels were continually 
liding down the valley, and our forces 
ad numerous encounters with them, 
nd on several occasions our foraging 
arties were overpowered and cap- 
ured. 
There is no faner scenery anywhere 
inn in this valley, going up it toward 
onesville. The 
Cumberland 
range 


lands a long wall'of green to the left, 
'hile the smallcrtimber'covered ridges 
order it to the right. It is now tra- 
crsed by the Louisville and Nashville 
ailroad, 80 miles to Norton, but the 
ommon roads and the people, that is 
ic natives, so far as I could observe, 
ave not improved since the war.' 
When we were there in 1803 the 
atural wealth of the mountains was 
nknown, tbut now it is known that 
lose in Kentucky have an abundance 
f coal of excellent quality, while tho.se 


Virginia and Tennessee have an 


bunda.icc of iron ore. 
In 1803 we 


marched from Cumberland Gap toward 


"noxvillc, along the common road, 


the journey can be preformed by 


oil.

The 
country-mills are not up to the times in 
their machinery, and besides there are 
no roads to them that a northern man 
would travel. Take the famous Murrol 
spring, at Cumberland Gap. It comes 
out of King Solomon's cave, a fine body 
of water, and is used only to run a lit- 
tle old grist mill and to furnish electric 
light for the caves. The man who 
owns it has been offered fabulous sums 
for it, but with the spirit which dom 
inates this country won't sell it, aud 
this pure body of water runs to waste, 
when it would run many mills and 
many factories, and would furnish all 
the water needed for the adjoining 
towns. 
• 


For natural scenery, for healthful- 


ness, for puro water and for natural 
water power, this country can not be 
excelled in the United States. With 
good roads, good schools and an ener- 
getic population, it would ^u the most 
attractive locality in t.he United States, 
but as it is it is not a desirable country 


ant a locality ELS .can be found in the 
country, ami has all the advantages 
and facilities of civilization. Our fac- 
tories can hcv built at home, where 
we have railroads, rivers, churches, 
schools, good roads and good society, 
and we can make money anil yet re- 
main at the homes to which we are at- 
tached.

An American')* Experience wltli Some of 
' 
tlie Crnwnetl HcadH of Europe. 


An American who has been honored 


by his country with important mis- 
sions abroad was talking the other 
evening of royalty', says the Chicago 
Tribune. 


"I know," said ho, "it Is not expect- 


ed that an American should commend 
anything he sees among the royalty. I 
do not know why nn American, of all 
nationalities, should not feel himself 
independent enough to commend what- 
ever is worth commendation, whether 
it la found in his own country or else- 
where. My position enabled me to see 
the life, manners and customs of all 
classes abroad. That a conventional- 
ity hedges royalty in, is true, and it 
should not be otherwise. But the one 
fact which most forcibly struck me was 
that once you get beyond the barrier— 
once over the conventional line—no peo- 
ple are more hospitable and more at- 
tentive listeners. If they an; with in- 
telligent people who are below their 
rank they like It all the better, so 
long as they feel assured that that 
fact will be treated with the sacred- 
ness they think it deserves. A queen 
who had honored me with several in- 
vitations sent for me oue afternoon 
and asked me to repeat to her some 
stories 1 had told on n certain occasion 
about Lincoln. Her majesty was af- 
flicted with a slight deafness, and after 
I had retold the anecdotes; she said to 
me In perfect English: 'I like to hear 
you talk, because you do not bawl in 
my ear.1 


"On another occasion I was honored 


with nn invitation to attend nn outing 
with _thc king- nnd his suite in an old 
forest near the capital. 
When the 


company had assembled the king said 
in the most democratic way: 'We will 
-all spcak/English to-day in honor of 
the representative of the great United 
States.' 


"On several other occasions where 


the rule was French tlie king and queen 
always did me the honor of addressing 
me in English, although they were 
aware of my proficiency in the court 
langnng-e.

changed. I hope nnd believe It never 
will be. but I am not afraid to say that 
those who are fortunate enough to 
pass beyond the lines of which I spoke 
will never regret it."
